“One .of the greatest services which 
Rotary renders to the cause of progress is 
making the people of different countries 
known to each other.

With this preface, the Rev. J. Hutton, of 
Baildon, Shipley, Yorks, and formerly of 
Dublin, delivered an address at the Dublin 
Rotary Club luncheon in the Metropole 
Restaurant yesterday. He took as.his sub- 
ject Yorkshire places and people, and saicl 
that of all the English counties, Yorkshire 
was both the largest in area and richest in 
variety. On the one hand, it was a county of 
factories and mill chimneys; on the other, 
the romantic home of old abbeys, catiedrals 
and friaries. The people included not only 
hard-headed, practical business men, but also 
some of the most famous poets, artists and 
musicians. Having read a list of notable 
Yorkshire men and women, Mr. Hutton 
asked—What was a typical Yorkshireman 
to-day’ There was no doubt, he said, that 
they were keen on business and valued 
money. They were also noted for their 
bluntness of speech. 

With the possible exception of Lancashire. 
Yorkshire was the most musical county. All 
the big towns had brass bands and 
orchestras, and in the winter gave perform- 
ances of high-class music. 

They were a people with a rich variety 
of character and very outspoken. That they 
were interested in education was evident 
from the fact that they had great univer- 
sities at Leeds and Sheffield. They had 
their faults, but they were never common-

‘‘A HOTBED OF 
TREASON '' 


TRINITY COLLEGE IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY 


The affection felt for the University of 
Dublin by Wolfe Tone, and his regret at 
leaving it, were mentioned by Mr. John 
McCann in a lecture to the Old Dublin 
Society in the Lord Mayor's Court, Dublin, 
last night. 

The lecture was entitled. “ When Trinity 
College was a Hotbed of Treason.’’ Tone, 
Mr. McCann said, vas at one time Auditor 
of the College Historical Society, which was 
started in 1770. In 1794 the Society, then 
called the Junior Historical Society, was 
called by the Board and Fellows ‘‘a hotbed 
of treason.’’ At that time Robert Emmet 
and John Shears were among its members. 
In 1798 Lord Clare held his famous “‘ visita-

BLANK CHEQUES 


Mrs. M. McCann, mother of the plaintiff, 
stated that she was a first cousin, once 
removed, of the testator, and in the same 
degree of relationship to him as the plaintiff. 
Before’ her marriage in 1907 she lived nine 


miles from Dowth Hall and had always been 


on the most friendly terms with the testator. 
After her marriage she lived very. close to 
Dowth Hall and the testator was a frequent 
visitor, Witness had three daughters and 
two sons, and the testator was very fond of 
hee children and spent much time in their 
company. After her husband’s death in 1916 
her means were reduced and the testator 
gave her some money and told her he would 
look after her if she found herself in bad 
financial circumstances. 

“Mr. Gradwell had no friends that I 
knew of *’ she said, ' He just lived for my 
ehildren.’’ 

In 1920 she moved to a house at Navan 
and the testator continued to visit there 
frequently although it was out of his way. 
He had been in the habit of taking her 
daughters, Una and Alice, away to spend 
the summer holidays with him, and of pay- 
ing all the expenses. Later her daughter, 
Sheila, used to accompany him on holidays. 
In 1950 witness decided to buy a house in 
the neighbourhood of Dublin, and the 
testator wrote to her that she was not to 
sell any securities for the purpose but that 
he would give her a house, e paid over 
£1,000 for the house she now occupied and 
sent her blank cheques to be filled in by her 
for the expenditure required. When cross- 
ing over from England he regularly stayed 
at her house and had a key of the house 


VALUABLE GIFTS 


In 1950 the testator took her daughter, 
Una, to Nice for a month, and in 1952 he 
took Sheila to Egypt. In 1933 Una accom- 
panied him to Rome, and in 1934 she went 
with him on a motor trip through England. 
Sheila stayed with him in London for periods 
of several weeks. Mr. Gradwell paid all the 
expenses of these trips. When Una became 
of age, in 1931, testator gave her £1,000, 
and he gave her a present of 100 guineas on 
her marriage, He gave Sheila £1,000 and 
later £400 in Savings Certificates 

Referring to the testator’s forgetfulness, 
witness said that he used small books for 
entering appointments, and on one occasion 
he had arranged to go with Sheila to the 
cinema, and, because he omitted to enter the 
appointment in his book, he was unable later 
to recall where he had arranged to meet her, 
In the last year of his life he did not re- 
member at all a lady whom he had knowa 
for years. 

On the night of the Ist March, 1935, the 
testator stayed at witness’s house. He was 
looking very bad, and fell asleep in the chair 
She said to herself that night that she hoped 
he would not die in the chair. The testator 
asked Sheila to acco him to London 
the following week, bus forgot that Sheila had 
been in London with him in January. The 
plaintiff, Mr. Frankie Gradwell, gave witness 
no information about the terms of the will 
after the death of the testator. The late 
Mr, Gradwell spent nothing on himself, and 
that personal meanness increased towards the 
end of his life. Before the time when the 
testator made a will cutting out the family 
of witness, there had been no disagreement of 
any kind with him.

CONSUL TO TAKE

seven witnesses—the last two witnesses being 
the defendant and her mother—had made 
affidavits, in which they stated that one-half 
of the ticket was purchased on behalf of the 
plaintiff. Fourteen or fifteen witnesses 
might have to be examined, and the plaintiff 
was not in a financial positior to bring these 
witnesses from New York to Dublin. One 
of the witnesses, at any rate, could not come ; 
her doctor had certified that she was not in 
a fit state of health to travel; and another 
stated that her mother would not allow her 
to come and that she would lose her job if 
she came 

Mr. Art O'Connor, who, with Mr. UC. 
Lavery, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Corrigan 
and Corrigan), anes or the defendant, 
descibed the application as a most unpre- 
cedented one, which meant that all the wit- 
nesses would be examined before some in- 
dividual in New York and that the trial 
court would have no possibility or means to 
know which of the parties was speaking the 
truth.

Our District Justices are rapidly pulling 
up in literary output with their prolific 
rivals of the Free State Civil Service. It 
is all to the good, and a healthy sign, too, 
that the different branches of the State’s 
services should be showing their quality 
in what, for lack of a better. term, we may 
call the production of pure literature. In 
this field I should think Mr. Louis J. 
Walsh is far ahead of his colleagues, for 
he has a lengthy list of published volumes 
to his credit, and he is represented in more 
than one department. In strict scholar- 
ship Mr. J. M. Flood would probably. take 
first place with printed books. In natural 
history Mr. Seán Mac Giollarnath culti- 
vates a good talent, and his recently pub- 
lished translation of a volume on birds 
and bird-life, with its generous supply. of 
half a hundred full-page illustrations, is 
one of the most pleasing of late books in 
Irish. And now I hear that a well-known 
District Justice who lives in Dublin and 
functions in the neighbouring counties has 
completed a novel which will add to the 
literature inspired by our city. The author 
certainly knows his contemporary Dublin, 
and his previously published work, both 
for the. stage and for the armchair, 
suggests that he has the makings of an 
interesting novel in him. If, as is 
rumoured, his new book is to be illus- 
trated by Mr. Harry Kernoff, who has 
just been elected to the full honour of 
R.H.A., it should have a double appeal. 


Winter Haircuts 


The cold weather has a depressing effeet 
on the hairdressing business,. for most 
people are afraid of catching. cold after a 
haircut, and consequently they postpone 
the event as long as possible. A friend of 
mine in Belfast tells me that in the winter 


the hairdressers’ receipts there drop 
twenty-five per cent. below the summer 
figures.

the meantime 


hair they have grown in 
often doubles the barber’s work. The 


customers, in a word, get the ‘equivalent 
of two haircuts for the price of one! 


French Visitor 


M. le Visconte de Vanfreland, who is on 
a visit to Ireland in order to sample hunt- 
ng here, is a very interesting Frenchman ; 
but I feel that is not at all an adequate 
description of the very pleasant hunting 
man I met at Millicent on Sunday after- 
noon. It seems to me that a gentleman 
who rides to hounds is the same the world 
over, and it is almost impossible to think 
of his nationality. M. le Visconte is a 
fluent English speaker, with no trace of a 
foreign accent. I was most interested in 
his description of the Pau Fox Hunt, of 
which he has been honorary secretary 
since 1910, while Mr. Frederick Prince 
has been Master since that year. It is a 
famous hunt, and is almost exclusively 
an English hunt in France. It is probably 
the only fox hunt in France carried out in 
the English tradition. The Master is an 
American, and, since its foundation, out 
of thirty Masters, only two have been 
Frenchmen. When I mentioned the Pau 
Hunt the Visconte, he replied with 
evident pride that it was first started by 
the Duke ef Wellington after the Battle 
of Toulouse. The Duke evidently brought 
over a pack of foxhounds from England. 
It is true the Pau country had been 
hunted before ; for there was stag hunting 
and boar hunting carried on there by 
Gaston Phoebus, who was an ancestor of 
Henri Quatre. 

As constituted to-day, the Pau Hunt 
dates from 1842. During the war Wears

> the pack seems to have been disbanded, 


but in 1919 a pack of English foxhounds 
was brought from America, and draughts 
from the Duke of Bucclench’s hounds were 
also imported. M. le Visconte tells me 
the Pau country is rather like the 
Kilkenny—a bank country. Years ago I 
remember a Frenchman from Bordeaux 
telling me about all the Irishmen who 
used to hunt with this fashionable pack ; 
but that was in the good old times, when 
people had money to take themselves and 
their horses out to Kvarritz. One or two 
do so still, and there are some very good 
Irish hunters—possibly Dublin Show prize- 
winners—to be found in the field there. 
M. le Visconte has in his time had some 
good sport with the Grafton, the 
Bicester and the Pytchley, and years ago 
with the Quorn. He was out with the 
Wards one day last week, and is having a 
day with the Meaths before he returns to 
Pau on Monday next. 


The Christmas Turkey 


That decorative bird. the turkey, whose 
approaching end is already go nigh, is, 
comparatively speaking, a recent addition 
to our Christmas fare. As far as is known. 
the earliest description of this bird exists 
in Oviedo’s “ Historia de las Indias.’’ in 
which the historian and traveller mentions 
the turkey, and speaks of its having been 
brought to Spain from Mexico. 

The first known date of turkeys in 
these islands is referred to by Cranmer’s 
“ A Dietarie,” published in 1541, in which 


book the learned author mentions turkeys 
ta those dishes which might be 
provided for certain degrees oí rank. It 
Is certain, however, that the turkey was 
not known to Europeans before 1492, as 
the bird is unknown in a wild state, save 
on the American continent, where it had 
been domesticated at a period long 
anterior to the arrival of Columbus and 
the Conquistadores. Roughly speaking, 
there are four main varieties of turkey— 
the original Mexican one, from which all 
our modern birds are derived; the North 
American variety, which is still to be 
found in a wild state, and is even reported 
to be increasing in such places as 
Carolina; the brilliant Honduras turkey, 
and the crested turkey of Mexico. Neither 
óf the last two have been used in the pro- 
duction of our domestic varieties. 

As for the name “ turkey,’’ Professor 
Newton's theory that it arose from the 
creature's cry of “ turk, turk ’’.is more 
likely to be correct than Dr. Johnson’s 
supposition that its fancied = in 
South-Eastern Europe gave the turkey its 
name. 


Dr. Patrick McBride 


Dr. Patrick P. McBride, who has been 
appointed to the Chair of Italian in 
University College, Dublin, is considered 
one of the most brilliant of Irish linguists. 
He graduated from the University in 19351, 
taking first place in modern languages, 
which comprised French, Spanish and 
Italian, along with the post-graduate 
scholarship. A year afterwards he secured 
the National University’s travelling 
studentship in modern languages, and 
carried out his studies in Spain. As a 
result he produced a work dealing with 
the Italian influences on Spanish litera- 
ture during the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries, and a critical philological study 
of the first Spanish translation of Dante's 
Divina Comedia. It was on account of 
these efforts that the University of Madrid 
conferred on him the honorary degree of 
Doctor en Letras. He was honoured also 
by the Medieval Academy, Madrid, which 
has recognised his work on the earlier 
Spanish and Italian literature by appoint- 
ing him a member of their body. Last 
year Dr. McBride took his M.A. degree 
at his university, and since has lectured 
at the Cambridge School of Italian.

It was necessary that students should make 
themselves familiar with the post-mortem 
appearance of the body, By this means the 
doctor was able to give a lucid explanation 
at coroners’ inquests and in the courts of 
justice. 

It was to be regretted that the attitude 
of the modern medical man was that of 
scorn for remedies whose value had been 
proved by the test of time. These remedies

MONEY FAILING TO DO

&& HIS is a guestion which most closely 
affects Ireland's true nationality and 
declared 


independence,”’ the Rev. 
Father Seaston, M.A., St. Bede's College 
Manchester, in a striking address on '' Social 
Justice Through Social Credit,” delivered in 
the Mansion House, Dublin, last night, under 
the auspices of the Irish Social Credit Party. 
There was no debating the fact, he said, 
that they had to-day most unjust inequalities 
in the distribution of wéalth. Social justice 
did not obtain to-day in En even 
in Catholic Ireland, The of poverty 
was a moral one which should not be shirked ; 
it was a challenge to the conscience of every 
Christian. It was one of the great scandals of 
Church history in the last fifty years that 
the words of warning and direction which 
the Popes had uttered touching this matter 
had been received with such scant attention 
by the Church, both clergy and laity. 
Poverty to-day meant that mullions of 
penne (he spoke primarily of England) were 
iving rí a Fa, Ia, i beneath the na 
nity of human beings—living a degraded life. 
Poverty in England, and, indeed, in Dublin, 
meant that millions—as the had said— 
had not the chance of leading a Christian life. 
The Church could not stand idly by and 
tolerate the degraded poverty of so many of 
her children; and especially impossible was 1t 
for her tu remain silent when everybody knew 
that such poverty, besides being undeserved, 
was also unnecessary. There was no need, no 
hysical reason, why everybody should not 
be well fed, well clothed, ail housed and 


well educated. 
A VICIOUS SYSTEM 


What was the obstacle, he asked, which 
revented God’s plenty from being enjoyed 
y His children? The radical cause of 
poverty amidst plenty was the vicious money 
system, which made it impossible to dis- 
tribute the abundance which existed; and, 
until they attacked and radically changed the 
existing money system, they would have to 
endure poverty amidst plenty. $& 

M to-day was failing to do its task 
because those who controlled the monetary 
system were controlling it in their own in- 
terests and not in the interests of the country. 
He mentioned that English ind in the 
main was run upon borrowed capital, and 
even in Ireland, where they had only been 
controlling their own affairs for the past 
dozen years or so, they had not avoided 
debt, but had, unhappily, fallen into the debt 
system. If the evil was this terrible one of 
social debt, the cure was its o ite—social 
credit. The real credit of Ireland was its 
men and women, their accumulated characters 
and skill; the land and its productivity, and 
its mineral resources. Financial credit should 
be merely a reflex of those physical facts. 
Irishmen and Irishwomen should be able to 
buy and consume and enjoy all that Irishmen 
could produce. Social credit meant the 
abolition of poverty and that hideous in- 
security under which nearly everybody 
lived to-day. 


SYSTEM |. EXPLAINED 


He explained that the social credit system 
consisted of three main parts—first, the open- 
ing of a national credit office to accumulate 
statistics of the nation’s potential wealth ; 
second, the initiation of a national dividend, 
for which there was a moral justification. 
This national dividend would be given to 
every man, woman and child in the com- 
munity, and under it every child born would 
be given its real bitrhright, its economic 
security. Under the existing system, how- 
ever, every child born to-day was a liability 
on its parents, anoth*: mouth to feed, and 
it was almost impossible to-day for parents 
to bring up large families, It would be simply 
taken from the surplus productive capacity 
at present unused. In place of the dole, 
which was now a by taking it out of the 

ckets of the haves and giving it to the 
ave nots, they would have a dividend paid 
to everybody at no cost to anybody, Thirdly, 
inflation of prices could be prevented by the 
discount or reduced price system, | 


BORROWED CAPITAL 


Regarding the industrial drive in the Free 
State, Father Seaston said that, while it was 
most desirable that Ireland should be self. 
sufficing as far as possible, the Government 
here could only develop new industries by 
borrowing new capital, and that left a train 
of national debt behind it which would 
cripple future generations. Unhappily, 
Ireland took over without question the then 
existing English financial system and a 
burden of debt which meant inevitably an 
increasing national debt. 

He had every sympathy with those whose 
aims were a free and prosperous Ireland, but 
no party in this country could possibly fulfil 


its promises or do a tithe of what it in-. 


tended to do in the way of social reform” 
until it controlled the money system here. 
If political parties would not lead the people 
here towards the reforms that were essential 
for the country’s future, then it was for 
bha opinion to force political parties for- 
ward. 

Some would probably denounce the social 
credit movement, as Communism in disguise. 
He meant those people that did not realise 
that Communism was but a symptom of the 
Those people .who 
became Communistic to-day did not do so 
out of sur Jove for Communism, but simply 
because there was no other hope. Those 
peoplé who thought they could cure the social 
conditions of to-day by denouncing such 


things as Communism would do far better if 


they attacked the root causes of poverty and 
social injustice. 


Mr. H. T, Gallagher said they could de- | 


clare twenty republics to-morrow—haye a 
republic in every county in Ireland—but, so’ 
long as they left the monetary system as it 
was they would do much better to forget all 


about republics.

MR. LIONEL CRANFIELD

the Engineers’ Hall, on November 12th, 
which appeared in your issue of November 
13th. In this account Doctor Con Murphy 
is reported to have stated that the Pembroke 
estate “now brought £400,000 to the Earl 
of Pembroke in rents.”” Presumably 
Doctor Murphy intended to omer to his 
hearers that the annual income of the estate, 
from ground rents, amounts to that figure. 
In any case it is certain that the ordinary 
reader of your paper would attach that mean- 
ing to the statement. Doctor Mu 18 
also reported to have stated that ‘this land 
had been leased for 100 years to the then 
Earl of Pembroke at per year.” If 
Doctor Murphy has been correctly reported 
it is unfortunate that he did not attempt to 
verify his facts before making such wild 
assertions. 

Actually a portion only of the Pembroke 
estate, comprising, roughly, -the ancient 
Manor of Baggotrath, is held from the Cor- 
poration of Dublin under a grant to Maurice, 
the son of Gerald (A.D. 1225). The original 
rent reserved in this grant was twenty marks, 
which was later reduced to £10 Irish. 

As to Doctor Murphy’s figure of £400,000, 
the actual gross rental of the Pembroke 
estate is considerably less than one-tenth of 
that amount, and only a fraction of this rental 
arises out of lands, which are the subject 
of the grant of A.D. 1225. Moreover, the 
necessary outgoings on a large estate in 
respect of management, works, rates, sub- 
scriptions, etc., are necessarily very high and 
reduce greatly the amount available to the 
owner as income. 

It is somewhat surprising that Doctor 
Murphy should have directed his principal 
attack against the Pembroke estate, for it 
is well known that the relations between the 
successive owners of the estate and their 
lessees have always been of the most amicable 
nature, and, further, that a very great pro- 
portion of the sr development of the 
estate, including the laying out and construc- 
tion of most of the roads and the erection 
of the sea wall from Merrion Gates practi- 
cally into Irishtown, without the protection 
of which the land would have been useless 
for building purposes, was carried out at the 
sole expense of the owners. 

The urgent need of town planning is 
everywhere recogniscd at the present time. 
Has Doctor Murphy ever paused to consider 
what would have been the present condition 
of the Pembroke district had not the whole, 
or nearly the whole, of the area been in the 
ownership and under the control of one far 
seeing landlord.—Yours, etc.,

The students of the Dublin Schoo] of Art 
have formed an association, the members of 
which have voluntarily submitted to che 
censorship of a few of themselves, ana these 
have exercised plenary powers to choose 
among works done by the students those they 
consider the more meritorious.

PEACE AND WAR 


PAPER AT THEOLOGICAL 
SOCIETY 


In the course of a paper on “ Peace and 
War,’ read last night before the College 
Theological Society, Trinity College, Dublin, 
Mr. H. E. Johnson referred to a recent broad- 
cast by the Archbishop of York, in which 
he maintained that war, under certain 
circumstances, was justifiable. His own 
opinion was directly opposite to that. War 
waged by one nation on another nation, or 
by a League army on any one ““'rebel ” 
nation, was  unchristian. Military or 
economic sanctions were not in keeping with 
Christianity. 

If the meeting agreed with him, continued 
the speaker, their policy must be complete 
disarmament of their nation, irrespective of 
the arms of other nations, Even if they 
were plundered and destroyed, he believed 
that it would create an example which would 
ring down “he ages and mean the death- 
knell of war. 

Earlier in his paper Mr. Johnson dealt 
with the Great War, and made comparisons 
between the cost of it and those of old-time 
wars, with the subsequent greater benefit to 
the armament firms, To get to the core of 
the question—the difficulty of personal duty— 
he said, they must de-bunk the illusions 
which had hindered the true vision of wars. 
The following illusions were mentioned :—(1) 
The analogy of person and State; (2) Success- 
ful war economically possible; (3) Armament 
to defend trade; (4) How can one country 
“own ” another? (5) National honour. 
Having dealt also with the ‘‘ foolishness ’”’ 
of O.T.C.’s at universities, he concluded that

Italy’s Task 


Yesterday was the first day on which 
full sanctions were applied officially 
against Italy by more than fifty differont 
countries.” The extent and severity of 
these measures naturally will depend on 
the special circumstances of the countries 
involved; but the cumulative effect is 
bound to be tremendous. To all intents 
and purposes all trade with Italy now has 
ceased. Most of the League nations have 
undertaken to buy nothing from Italy 
during the period in which sanctions are 
being applied, and the Italians have adopted 
counter-sanctions, which mean that they 
will buy nothing from any of the League 
Powers. At any time the virtually com- 
plete dislocation of foreign trade must 
cause grave embarrassment to the most 
prosperous community. We in Ireland 
have had some experience of what happens 


when an export market is affected. . In- 


time of war, however, the inconveniences 
caused by trade restrictions will be multi- 
plied many times, because supplies are 
needed urgently for an expeditionary force 
which is some two thousand miles from its 
home base ; there is a growing demand for 
all sorts of raw materials, particularly 
those which are used in the manufacture 
of munitions of war, and a large popula- 
tion at home must be fed. In these 
circumstances Signor Mussolini finds him- 
self in an extremely tight corner. One of 
the principal imports into Italy is dried 
cod-fish—a species of “ ling ’’—which 
comes mainly from Canada. This whole- 
some, but somewhat unpalatable com- 
modity constitutes the staple diet of the 
inhabitants of Southern Italy and of 
Sicily, and, now that the sanctions have 
come into force, all purchases automati- 
cally will cease. The Duce, with 
characteristic energy, refuses to be dis- 
turbed at the prospect which faces his 
country. He has formulated a series of 
drastic measures, which are designed to 
limit consumption throughout Italy. and 
to make the people as independent as 
possible of all foreign supplies. However 
carefully he may organise the national 
resistance, however, the Italian population 
is bound to suffer severely. The soldiers 
in North-East Africa will have first choice 
of everything that is available, and the 
outlook for the vast number of civilians 
who must remain at home is decidedly 
bleak. 

For the first time since he embarked on 
his reckless adventure in Abyssinia, Italy's 
dictator probably is beginning to realise 
now the full extent of the peril to which 
he has exposed his country. He set out 
on his attempted conquest in a spirit of 
utter foolhardiness, relying mainly on the 
fact that, on former occasions, the League 


‘| of Nations had allowed itself to be bullied 


into acceptance of faits accomplis, and 
apparently believing that no dog would 
dare to bark when the Roman Sir Oracle 
oped his lips. “Moreover, he seems to have 
been convinced that his well-trained and 
mechanised army would gain its military 
objective in Abyssinia without any diffi- 
culty, and that he would have been 
celebrating a Roman triumph in Addis 
Ababa by Christmas. In. both cases he 
was wrong. He completely misjudged the 
temper of the League States, particularly 
of Great Britain ; and his military advisers 
made a major blunder in their Abyssinian 
calculations, Fighting has been in 
progress now for about six weeks. Not 
only has the Italian Army not made any 
real progress towards its main objective— 
the annihilation of the enemy—but, in 
point of fact, it has not even yet estab- 
lished contact with the Abyssinian forces. 
There have been skirmishes in abundance. 
Several towns and fortified places have 
been captured both in Tigre and in the 
Ogaden; but on no occasion have the 
Abyssinians offered battle, and their main 
armies are still intact. At the end of last 
week Signor Mussolini, upon whom this 
recalled 


) rmies, and replaced him 
by Marshal Badoglio, who formerly was 
Chief-of-Staff. The new leader is a younger 
man than General de Bono, and it is

Signor Mussolini knows well that unless 
his armies. complete their campaign 
quickly his cause in Abyssinia will be 
lost—not, indeed, that anybody can doubt 
the Italians’ ability eventually to gain 
their objectives, but because conditions in 
Italy will not stand the strain of a long 
drawn-out struggle. Napoleon said that 
he had. been defeated in Russia by 
Generals Janvier and Février. No such 
deadly months await’ the Italians in 
Abyssinia; but after next February the 
heavy rains will begin, and thereafter 
fighting will become impossible. For that 
reason the Duce is anxious that Marshal 
Badoglio shall make as much progress as 
possible during the next few weeks, and 
it'is quite likely that the well-tried plan 
of short advances and thorough consolida- 
tion may be abandoned in favour of more 
spectacular, if less certain methods. In 
that event, Marshal Badoglio will play 
into’ the hands of the enemy. The one 
great wish of the Abyssinians is that the 
Italians shal] advance rapidly into the 
heart of the mountains, where they can be 
harried, if not destroyed; with comparative 
ease. Already Ras Seyoum; who is 
proving to be the De Wet of the campaign, 
has given the Italians a taste of his 
prowess as a guerrilla fighter. He is 
giving much trouble to the right flank of 


or true patriotism. 


the Duce’s forces in Tigre, while his 


colleague, Ras Kassa, is fulfilling a like 


function on the left flank. At the moment 
Italian strategy is concentrating: on an 
effort to encircle Ras Seyoum’s forces in 
order to cut them off completely from the 
rest of Abyssinia, and to that end mobile 
columns are moving westward and north- 
westward from Makale, while a third 
column is advancing from a point South of 
Hausien. Ras Kassa has invited Seyoum 
to join forces with him; but the Northern 
leader has declined, preferring, if neces- 
sary, to be cut off from his friends and to 
rely on his own supplie~ of ammunition to 
make things hot for Marshal Badoglio in 
the rear. Until the Marshal has had a 
chance to develop his plans it will be 
impossible to forecast the duration of the 
Abyssinian campaign. One thing is fairly 
certain. The Italians will not be in Addis 
Ababa before Christmas; but even if by 
some miracle they should achieve this feat, 
their real difficulties only would be 
beginning. 


The British Legion 


Just over ten years ago—in January, 
1925—the Irish Free State was constituted 
a separate Area of the British Legion ; 
and to-day we welcome the Area's 
“Souvenir of Ten Years of Progress.’’ 
The book is far more than a recital of 
administrative details. It is a historical 
document of no small importance, and it 
is a proud apolegia for a great organisa- 
tion and a great work which have been 
misrepresented in various quarters. There 
are still people in Ireland, even to-day, 
who venture to decry the Legion, who urge 
that, because it looks back with pride to 
those years of 1914-1918 when Irishmen 
proved their valour under the British flag 
in the greatest of all wars, it is therefore 
“unpatriotic” and  “ anti-national.’’ 
Those are the people whose minds are too 


small to understand either true nationalism 


The Irishmen who 
fought in the Great War—320,000 of them, 
according to General Sir William Hickie’s 
calculation—fought from the highest of 
motives, and their courage brought 
eternal honour upon their country. A 
nation that took proper pride in itself 
would have taken pride in those sons; it 
would have cherished the widows and 
children of the fallen against want; it 
would have ensured that the men who 
returned would not lack the needs of life. 
The Free. State Government has forgotten 
that duty, and it has remained to the 


British Legion to assume the burden which. 


was the State’s by right. We can do no 
more than summarise in the briefest form 
the spléndid work of the Legion in its 
ten years of existence: whoever seeks to 
know more can find it in the ‘‘ Souvenir.”’ 
He will learn there that the Free State 
Area comprises to-day 110 Branches of the 
Legion, working in close co-operation with 
128 Relief Committees which deal with 
all cases of distress among ex-Service men 
and their dependents. There are 72 
Employment Committees, an Employment 
Bureau (one of whose functions is to find 
jobs for men with technical knowledge), 
and an important industry, which was 
sponsored by the Legion, and already has 
paid over £21,000 in wages. Within ten 
years some £330,000 has been expended, 
under various schemes of the British 
Legion and kindred benevolent funds, for 
the relief of distress among ex-Service 
men. Nearly 10,000 people have been pro- 
vided with work since the beginning of 
1931; a fishing scheme has been estab- 
lished at Youghal, and valuable help is 
given to all people who are entitled to 
pensions but are in difficulties about them. 
Yet, for all this admirable work, much 
remains to be done. The Free State Area 
is in need not only of financial help, but 
of the allegiance of every ex-Service man 
in the twenty-six counties ; for only with 
these reinforcements can it hope to com- 
plete its ambitious work. “‘ There is room 
for all,’’ writes Major J. J. Tynan, “ and 
work for all. Every additional member 
counts for an addition of strength, an 
increase of loyalty, an extension of the 
great spirit of comradeship generated in 
the War.” We endorse his appeal. The 


‘prime task of the British Legion is to do 


good and to distribute ; but it represents 
also a social and civic spirit that will mean 
much to Ireland.

The 
Farmers’ Union suggests that people who 
give information ‘that leads to the detec- 
tion of smuggled, cattle shouldbe. well 


paid ; for this course would counteract the 


financial interest of those on the Northern 
side’ who are engaged in the traffic. We 
cannot see that this would put an end to 
the practice. The cost of such a scheme, 
in the first place, would be huge; for the 
reward would need to be substantial. 
When a man can make £100 by snuggling, 
with the possibility of discovery compara- 
tively remote, a larger sum than that 
would be required to make him turn King’s 
evidence—ever an unpopular line of action. 
Clearly the long and. straggling border 
cannot be guarded adequately, however 
active and intelligent the police may be; 
for one policeman to every half mile still 
would leave a loophole for the clever cattle- 
runner. At the moment the only possible 
solution would be to make the border 
quite impassable with a huge force of 
police on day and night duty, or else 
remove the border, and, with it, the 
absurd and artificial tariffs. ‘‘ Stop the 
economic war ” long since has become a 
mere parrot cry, and union with the North 
seems farther away than ever; but until 
at least the first of these aims is realised 
this quite indefensible conflict will con- 
tinue to cost North and South alike ay 
aggregate of millions a year.

Atheist Russia 


To an outside observer, one of the 
strangest things about modern Russia is 
the manner in which her inhabitants have 
suddenly become atheist. An intensely 
religious people, whose regard for its faith 
almost amounted to superstition, has been 
“ converted ” within a few years to a 
godless nation, and in 1935 it derides the 
things which it held so dear in 1915, Is 
it possible that a mental revolution on 
such a scale can have taken place with 
such speed? The facts: quoted by Mr. 
Paul Anderson, who lectured last night in 
Dublin on “ Communism and Religion,’’ 
seem to leave little room for doubt. Since 
the Russian Revolution, he said, fifty 
million citizens—about one-third of the 
entire population—have forsaken religion. 
This extraordinary change has taken only 
eighteen years to come about, and perhaps 
the clue to its real nature can be found 
in the fact that it is being “ encouraged ”’ 
by the State. The Bolshevist Government 
has not allowed religion to die out; it has 
attempted to kill religion by every means 
in its power. It has attacked religion by 
the suppression of any form of central 
organisation among the various religious 
bodies, and, although the opinion of tHe 
rest of the world makes it hesitate to 
carry on any actual persecution of the 
priests, there are several other weapons 
within its grasp. Churches have been not 
only closed, but turned into anti-religious 
museums, a league of militant atheists has 
been formed which now numbers five 
million members, and atheism is taught in 
the schools as a regular subject. Thus, 
although nominally there is freedom of 
belief in Russia, Moscow takes very good 
care that any doctrine which conflicts with 
Marxian materialism is allowed no scope. 
Perhaps, indeed, the change of heart may 
not have been so great as the figures 
imply. It is hard to believe that religious 
feeling has died a natural death in 
eighteen years; and, indeed, the ferocity 
of the campaign against it. hints that 
Communism may have done no more than 
drive it below the surface.

AS OTHERS SEE US 


——— 


In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes: To see ourselves as others see 
us is not often so pleasant an experience 
as it is at this moment after the general 
election. Foreign commentators have 
clearly been impressed by the decisive vote 


| of confidence in the National Government, 


and they are handsomely paying tribute 
to the stability of happy England, where 
politics are steadied by tradition—and 
nowadays when the foreigner praises the 
tradition that keeps the country steady it 
is because he knows by experience that it 
is not a dead hand, rigid and strangling, 
but a force springing from the national 
character that lives and grows. It is well 
understood abroad that a British Govern- 


‘ment, strong enough to ensure stability 


and progress at home, and to exercise its 

roper influence in the world’s affairs, 
is of something more than national import- 
ance. The firm and unequivocal foreign 
policy of recent months, soundly based on 
a country’s determination to do its utmost 
to co-operate in the collective preservation 
of international law and order, has raised 


higher than people at home are apt to 
realise. Even where we are criticised, we 
are respected. The election was fought 
mainly on domestic questions, but this was 
partly because the-Government’s foreign 

policy was not in issue, 
The. . democratic .countries—as might 
have been expected—are warmest in their 
praise of the steadiness of the electorate, 
and the consequent reinforcement of the 
Government’s authority.. America is ap- 
roving and encouraging; and it is of 
appy omen at a time of strain upon the 
League that the great bulk of the Ameri- 
can people should be in sympathy with 
the policy by which Great Britain is seek- 
ing peace. The French, who pay the 
price of too many parties by too frequent 
crises, are envious ; but they are generons 
and friendly in their envy. They see in 
the election a triumphant vindication of 
the free democratic system in a Europe 
where the area of personal freedom has 
been so severely restricted, and they are 
relieved to feel that in the next few years 
there will be a Government on this side of 
the Channel which is strong enough to be 
definite in its policy. The Northern 
countries, pinning their hopes to the 

League, join in the chorus of approval. 
Under the dictatorships the tone is dif- 
ferent.

General de Bono 


Last month I mentioned that Genera! 
de Bono might be recalled from Abyssinia 
as a result of the visit of inspection paid 
by Marshal Badoglio, but it was not 
thought at that time that the Marsha! 
himself would replace the General. The 
change, it is understood, is due to the 
necessity of speeding up the war owing 
to the impbosition of sanctions. The 
Italian General Staff, recognising that the 
slow advance of General de Bono was 
rendered necessary by the system of con- 
solidation after each advance, has. now 
taken the view that the conquest o! 
Abyssinia must be expedited. Marsha! 
Badoglio was Governor of Libya when 
General Graziani, who is in command of 
the Italian Southern Army in Abyssinia, 
was Governor of Cyrenaica. They worked 
together in the pacification of the latter 
province. It is hoped in Italy that they 
will be able to join forces again in pacifi 
cation of Abyssinia, once it has been 
reduced’ to subjection. 


Great Britain's Effort 


An exhaustive record of British activi- 
ties in connection. with the _Italo- 
Abyssinian conflict is published in the 
Echo de Paris to-day by its corresponden' 


"André Pironneau, who has been given de. 


tailed information by the Foreign Office. 
It shows that Britain intervened in Rome 
as early as December 3, 1934, two days 
before the Wal Wal incident, and drew 
the Italian Government’s attention to the 
dangers of the situation along the un- 
demarcated frontier line. The im- 
portance attached to .he maintenance of 
the authority of the League of Nations 
was stressed as early as February 26. On 
April 10 the matter was discussed at 
Stresa. During subsequent months the 
Foreign Office had always borne in mind 
that France ard Britain should only 
attempt the possible, never the impossible. 
and that the League was a machine for 
peace and not for war. The newspaper s 
inquiry has been carried out for the pur- 
pose of informing French public opinion 
of British efforts over a long period to find 
an equitable solution of the problem. 


Sanctions 


Some of the sanctions against Italy 
which became operative to-day may. not 
have more than a moral effect, but the 
prohibition of imports of Italhan goods 
is not in that category, and it must have 
a damaging effect upon the industria! 
position in the country. The British 
Government is taking measures for this 
particular sanction to be applied to the 
fullest extent. In order that it may not 
be evaded, certificates of non-Italian oricin 
must be furnished for all imports fron 
countries contiguous to Italy which hav 
not undertaken to impose a similar pr 
hibition A matter connected with the 
sanctions which will receive attention 
shortly concerns the measures of mutu’| 
support to minimise losses or dislocations 
of trade among the countries subscribin:

THREE WEEKS’ LULL 
IN WAR 


ABYSSINIAN CHANGE OF 
PLAN 


——&—— 


With the recall to Italy of General de 
Bono a three weeks' lull in the operations 
against Abyssinia now seems likely. 
Marshal Badoglio, the new generalissimo, 
who as a young lieutenant, was present 
at the defeat at Adowa forty years ago, 
left Italy yesterday for Asmara with his 
two officer sons. 

Under .Badoglio heavy tanks and 
armoured cars will be replaced by camels, 
mules and donkeys, and less time will be 
devoted to the hammering out of tracks 
for the easy passage of heavy motor 
vehicles.

When seen by an Irish Times repre 
sentative yesterday, who asked for some 
rticulars as to his a in regard to 
is new post, he seemed somewhat alarmed 
and said: “No, no; that must come from 
your Information Bureau.” 
Herr Reinhard was, no doubt, thinking 
of the German institution of that name; 
but he somewhat relaxed when assu 
that things in this country had not yet 
reached the rigidity to which he was 
apparently accustomed. He was informed 
that, while many things were verboten 
here, a newspaper man might still talk 
tola distinguished stranger on such a 
harmless topic as the planting of trees! 


COUNTBY TO BE TOURED 


As it turned out, Herr Reinhard had 
little to say beyond the fact that he was 
greatly interested in his new post. He 
had already made himself acquainted to 
some extent with the problem he had to 
meet, with the history of Irish forests, 
and with the fact that in recent times the 
country had been almost completely 
denuded of trees. He had even seen in 
the National Museum specimens of 
ancient Irish oak. 
It is his intention at the outset to visit 
every part of the country, study the soil 
and other conditions, and in a few months’ 
time he hopes to present to the Depart- 
ment of Lands a report on the situation, 
with recommendations as to the type of 
trees suited to the various localities. Much 
would, of course, depend on the amount 
of money that the Goverauial was pre- 
pared to spend. 
Herr Reinhard is a typical German, 
about six feet tall, in the late thirties. 
and he speaks very good English. He is 
a permanent official in the Forestry De. 
rtment of the Reich, and has been 
oaned to the Free State Government for 
a year. This period may be extended if 
considered desirable. 
Ireland he had been in charge of an exten- 
sive area of forest in Central Germany.

FTER a welter of conflicting reports 
it now seems clear that North 
China, long an object of Japanese ambi- 
tions, will shortly emerge as a territory 
to some degree independent of the 
Nanking Government. 
In well-informed circles here it is con- 
sidered that North China will become a 
separate financial and economic unit 
within the Republic of China, though 
still owing political allegiance to Nanking. 
The Provincial Governments, it is 
thought, will remain intact, with officials 
appointed by Nanking still in office, 
although possibly Japanese advisers 
approved by the Chinese will be attached 
to the various authorities. 
Chinese circles scoff at the Japanese re- 
port that the Chinese Provincial Governors 
will on Wednesday proclaim an ' autono- 
mous Government of North China.” 
Such men, they say, as General Sung 
Cheh Yuan, Chairman of the Char Har 
Provincial Government, an intransigeant 
anti-Japanese leader, and General Han 
Fu-Chu, the undisputed master of Shan- 
tung, would not support a movement for 
any such drastic measure as the declara- 
tion of complete autonomy. 


WILLING TO BARGAIN 


On the other hand, the Chinese realise 
the need for conciliating the Japanese 
militarists. For this reason they are will- 
ing to bargain, with a view to hammering 
out an administration for North China 
which would satisfy the Japanese while 
preserving China’s territorial and political 
integrity. 

It is admitted that General Sung Cheh 
Yuan and others submitted a resolution 
to the Kuomintang Congress at Nanking 
urging the conclusion of the period of 
political tutelage and the prompt inau- 
guration of a popular constitution, the 
draft of which was discussed by the 


Congress to-day. 

Undoubtedly, the one-party dictatorship 
of the Kuomintang has aroused much dis- 
content in North China, of which the 
Japanese are taking advantage. But it is 
denied that this can be interpreted as a 
popular demand for independence, 
especially under Japanese guidance. 
fajor-General Doihara, who played a 
leading part in the 1951 Japanese coup In 
Manchuria, is at present in Peiping. He 
is said to have been negotiating for ten 
days past for the establishment of an 
independent Government. 


JAP TERMS 


It is understood that he agreed if such 
a Government were formed that the 
Japanese Army would not invade North 
China; Japan would not interfere in the 
integnal affairs of this area ; and the new 
Government need not entirely sever rela- 
lations with Kent ) 
On the other hand, General Doikara 1s 
understood to have insisted that all 
political . organisations must engage 
Japanese advisers. The Chinese have 
resisted this last demand, saying that 
they must have liberty to use their judg: 
ment in engaging Japanese. 
Nanking has hurriedly despatched an 
emissary northward to rally support for 
the Central Government. The Peiping 
authorities are faced with the vicious 
dilemma of either agreeing to the olitical 
detachment’ of North China frém the 
Nanking Government or allowing the 
Japanese Army to wrest another large 
slice of territory from China. 

Agrarian revolt has flared up anew in 
North China, according to a Chinese 
report from Tientsin. Farmers at 
Chingyun are said to be in control of the 
administration. Meanwhile a general 
exodus of Chinese from Shanhaikwan has 
started in consequence of the presence 
there of Japanese troops. : 
Chinese reports state that three 
Japanese’ warships and 15,000 Japanese 
troops are now concentrated at Shan- 
haikwan. One hundred thousand people 
at least, it is estimated, have evacuated 
Chapei (Shanghai) during the past week.

On June 23rd 
he was moved to Dr. Soni’s own nursing 
home. The window of the room was screwed 
up and a bolt put on outside the door. 

Mr. Gorman said that on October 5th Mr. 
Bustard made his fourth, and successful, 


attempt to get away. 
PLAINTIFF’S EVIDENCE 


Mr. Bustard, in evidence, said that Dr. 

Soni in the nursing homes made his life a 
“living hell,” and day by day he was in 
agony as the result of the drugs administered. 
He was drugged six to eight times a day 
and was forcibly held down for injections. 
“I was practically drugged into uncon- 
sciousness from May 10 to October. It was 
a vile system of deliberate drugging- The 
doctor drugged me, the nurses drugged me, 
and the male nurses drugged me, and none 
of them knew the others were doing it. I 
was drugged to such an extent that I was 
mractioully an automatic machine, and until 
my brain would not function.” 
. Mr. Bustard agreed that he wrote seventy 
to eighty letters during the time he was in 
the home, but he said that was nothing, as 
he wrote twenty a day.

LABOUR YARD 
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ARCHBISHOP AND 
CHURCH ARMY 
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ART of the premises of the Church of 
P Ireland Labour Yard and Home at 
Ringsend is to be reconstructed. This 
was announced at a special meeting of the 
institution, which was held yesterday ovenne 
The Archbishop of Dublin, who presided, 
said that the Church Army, which was con- 
nected with the yard, was doing work that 
could not be surpassed. It carried out most 
amazing work of practical Christian philan- 
thropy. 
Dr. Gregg said that the report for the 
year 1934 had shown that, after years of 
deficits, there had been a surplus of nearly 
£300. That did not mean, however, that 
there was any occasion for a slackening of 
effort on the part of these who supported 
the institution, The fact was that they 
owed to the Church Army something like 
£4,000, and in a small way cage should 
repay something of that which was due to the 
Church Army for its splendid work over 
the past thirty-five years. 
Having paid a tribute to Prebendary 
Carlile, the founder of the Church Army, 
Dr. Gregg said that at a great age the 
founder carried an enormous burden on his 
shoulders. He was a wonderful old man. 
“I feel,” said Dr, Gregg, “‘that we iu 
Ireland ought to be proud, indeed, for such 
a splendid piece of organisation, and we 
anent to be thankful, indeed, that, when the 
reshuffle which took place—when our system 
of government changed—the Church Army 
did not say: “We are England and you 
are Ireland.’ It did not change its policy, 
and continued in its help of the Church 
of Ireland Labour Yard. . That they had 
turned the corner as far as their finances 
were concerned was a matter of great en- 
couragement; but nothing succeeded like 
success, and he was sure that they would 
continue to give the institution their 
support. By the work of that home 
men who had come down in the 
world in a few months had been started 
off again with new hope and new heart. 
Many men after a stay in the yard had mado 
good in different walks of life which before 
that entirely had been closed to them. 


THE ARMY'S HISTORY 


Canon H. B. Boyd, of the Church Army 
Headquarters, said that Wilson Carlile had 
discovered that the Church of Ireland had 
had no use for the workingman, and had 
decided that. he would raise in the Church of 
England a society that would bring in 
enthusiastic and earnest Church laymen to 
work for this class of people. The Army now 
had been in existence for fifty-four years, and 
during the whole of that period they had 
been rendering to the nation, and latterly to 
the Empire, just the kind of help and service 
which the nation had a right to demand from 
the National Church. 

At the moment they had sixty-four different 
departments of social service, and it would be 
impossible to visualise what that meant. The 
greatest social problems of the day were un- 
employment: and the slums, and the Church 
Army had done tremendous work in both 
directions. They were doing extraordinary 
work in clearing the people out of the slums 
and putting them into good buildings. It was 


a Christian to do, was it not? The 
lling down of these appalling slums and 
erection of decent homes for the poor 


was far more than a matter of mere brick 
and mortar. It was the natural precursor to

The. Thomas Haverty Trust was founded is 
1930 to administer the income on an endows 
ment made by the late Thomas Haverty, am 
artist, and son of Joseph Haverty, R.H.A., 
the painter of several well-known portraits of 
Daniel O’Connell. Thomas Haverty, who died 
in 1916 at the age of 92, desired to establish

order in Court dated 1929. and the inaugural 
meeting of the Trust was held in July, 1980. 
By this order, to the trustees were added as 
a Selection Committee the Lord Mayor of 
Belfast, the Curator of the Municipal Museum 
and Art Gallerv, Belfast; two nominees of 
the Board of Governors and Guardians of the 
National Gallery of Saorstat Eireann, and 
one nominee of the Royal Hibernian Academy, 
the business of the Selection Committee being 
to purchase or commision works, and to allo- 
cate them to such public or municipal galleries 
or institutions as they might in meet: 
ing decide, it being understood that a pro- 
rtion of them were to be placed at the 
isposal of the Curator of the Municipal 
Museum and Art Gallery, Belfast, for the pre. 
sentation to such gallery or institution in 
Northern Ireland as he should select. 
For such purpose the Board decided to hold 
an exhibition every five years, when the 
public would have an opportunity of seeing 
the pictures, and representatives of institu- 
tions might make hin “iris for the presenta.
